fary despotism, and that Grant's eleotion, in
fact, will be the last glimmer of the great
republio.

vow, General Blalr, if we are not mistakan,
went into Visksbarg with General Graot aod
down to the sea with General Sherman; aund,
therefore, he onght to know something of the
President elect. But assuming, at any rate,
that (reneral Grant’s programme is to eatab-
ligh snother empire aud another line of the
Caaarg, is it not his polioy to have some one
of his army officers in every court or jgovern-
ment in both bemispheres, as well a8 in every
important office at home, from the Cabinet te
the Castom Houses, and g0 on down to the
whieky gaugers? Jast so. According to
(eneral Blair's theory, then, of Grant's ad-
miuvistration, the “Boys in Blue'’ must rule
the roast, and the poor civilians who did the
rough work of the late canvass will have, like
Aundy Johnaon's REebels, to take back seats till
they can “awinisronud the cirole.”

It may be that the Spauniards will eronch to
the yoke of & new mounaroh, and that Caba
may be forced to snbmit omecs more to the
despotio domination of Spain, Bat, If 50, we
shn%l feel aud rejoloe that the disaster is in-
evitably transient; that Spain shall yet be a
republio aud Cnba an independent, sell-gov-
erned Blate, sesking alliance and fraternity
wherever her own interest and inclination
ghall dictate.

Our Imprisencd Citizens in Paraguay.
Fyom the N. ¥. Times.

Marghal Lopes, Dictator of Paragnay, began
and is tndea?l:l::lug to end his IaErnlﬂ{r: UIEMI’
by ingnlting the United States. His first aot
in the war for the control of the Paragnay and
Parana rivers was to drive onr gnnboata ont
of those streams aud our commercial and
Goverument agents fiom his citles; his last aot
has been to indirectly expel onr Mimster
from the country, charged with a conspirsoy
;:oi overturn his Government aud assassinate

.

Minister Washburn's dexial of this ocharge
was totally uvunecessary; no one will for a
moment oredit the assertion of Lopez and his
agents that onr Ministers to Brazil and Para-
guay wera in league with other foreign agents
to revalutionize his Government. The letter
of Mr. Blies, which forms the burden of proof,
is unworthy of credonce; if voluntarily given,
its admissions of former nnworthy acts throw
doubt on the honesty of present declarations,
and if drawn from him by torture, as is be-
lieved, it of course has no value. This charge
may be summarily dizmissed as unworthy of
discussion, bnt another of more serions import
s made against Mr. Washburn, and one which
he may find not more diffienlt, but certainly
more necessary, to fully disprove. It is that
of cowardly abandoning the atlachds of his
legation to imprisonment by Lopez.

Mr. Washburn has been waiting at Ason-
eion for many months the arrival of his suoc-
ceggor, General Martin McMabon. Frem
February last to September 1, his Legation
was a house of refuge to the foreigners in the
capital of Paraguay. Men, women, and chil-
dren of foreign nationalities tlooked to hias
regidence on the fall of Humaita, and asked
the protection of his lag. Lven other foreign
Ministers werea compelled to do so. The faar
which actuated these peopls was not inapired
by the approaching Allies; they did not sesk
gecurity of person and property from the
armies and fleets of the Brazilians and Argen-
tines; these they would have gladly welcomed
88 deliverers. It was the Dictator Lopez, in
whose capital they resided, to whose Govern-
ment some of them were aunthorizad repra
sentatives, whom tley dreaded. Impressment
into a depleted army, led by a despotio and
cruel Geperal, robbery and assassination at
the hands of a hall savage, disorganized army,
wag what they dreaded.

Mr. Washburn appears to have fresly ao-
corded thera the protection of his flag. Nomi-
pally, a legation is the territory of the foreign
Government whoge representative occapies ft;
in theory the flag which surmounts the build-
ing is all powerful to protect. Bat practically
foreign flags have no power; foreign Minis-
tera bhave po protection other than that
which the powers to whom they are aceredited
choose to accord them. Lopez was not dis-
pored to accord Minister Washburn any. He
tirgt ordered him 1o diswmiss all foreiguers un-
connected with his legation from his honse.
They left of their own accord rather than com-
promise Mr. Washiborn, and were at ones im-
prisoned. lopez next demanded the dismissal
of two attac/ifs of the American Legation. Mr.
Washburn refused, but they were arrested
while going on board the United Statessteamer
Wasp, and yet remain in the hands of Lopaz.
Minister Washburno left in the steamer, un-
able to enforee their discharge. It is evident
that he had no power to resoue his aflachds,
and that duty at once comes homs to the Gov-
ernment. What will it do?

Prompt action is necessary. The condition
of Paraguay is such that no foreigner is safe
there. A terrible state of anarchy prevails.
“The conntry,’” says Mr. Washbarn, ‘9% en-
tirely denuded of its male population. Allthe
plougling, planting, and sowing is done by
wowen, YWomen must yoke the oxen, do the
butchering and all the other work usually
done by men. There are many women alse
with the army to do the labor of men, and
thus relieve the troops; but noune, I believe,
are forced to bear aruns.

“lopez," he adds, ‘‘loads his prisoners
with beavy fetters, sometimes two, three, or
four pairs, and besides flogs them if they do
not give the testimony he requires, till they
die. Many persons, his own people, who have
escaped from his power, and whose families
have been tortured and otherwise persecated
to death, have sent messages to him threaten-
ing to kill him at sight, shonld they ever masat
kim; he, therefore, dares not treat with the
epemy, for so many have sworn to pnrsne him,
the woirld will not atford him a refogs il he
once has po army between it and his soe-
mies; he kunows the conutry to be lost and
ruived; hie has no navy, aud, io wy opinion,
pot wore than one-liith of the lind forees of
the epsmy,.”  UOpr oitizens in prison there ars
as Lelpless and unprotected as were the Hog-
lish in Abyssinia, and ouly equally prompt
aclion will save them from a harcher fate,

A year or two ago, when he wrota
that leiter to the ‘‘Soldlers’ and Sallors’ Con-
vention'’ at Cleveland, he denonpead the vio-
lence and prosoriplion practised by the Jaeo-
bin party towards the South, and, like neigh-
bor Raymond, recommended modaration, oon-
ciliation, and the immediate restoration of the
Bonthern States to self-governmoent. Hat ths
““money power'’ of the Plymonth Chureh con-
gregation soon bronght bhim to “back down"
and “fall into line.”

General Grant’s Cabinet,
Fyom the N. ¥, World,

General Graut’s political opponents, as well
us his political friends, have an interest i the
snccess of Lis administration. Deeply as they
regret his election, they are obliged to accept
it 45 a fact; and there i3 no large class of oiti-
zens who desire to gee the conutry misgoverned
for the lopg period of four years.

The strength and efficiency of the naw ad-
mivistration will depend so much on the
Cabinet, that the eountry, without munch dis-
tinotion of party, feels an interests in it
gelection. Our President stands very much
in the same relation to the Government as the
Prime Minisier does in England, the first of
whose doties is what Is there called the for-
mation of a government. There have been
repeated instances in that conntry of a states-
mwan being ealled by the sovereign to lorm an
adwinistration, and failing from inability to
command the services of men who sufficiently
enjoyed the public confidence, and wera will-
ing 10 aot together, and act under that leader.
This proves that a suecessfuol adwministration
does not depend upon one man, however able,
but requires the ociperation of a number;
who, besides epecial qualifications for their
partienlar posts, also possess influencs with
the conntry or, what 15 the same thing, with
Parliament.

An Awerican President never fails to form
a Cubinet, and neither he mor it can be put
out of office by a mere vote of Congress. DBat
if his Cabinet i8 badly salected, and his ad-
ministration oconseqoently wealk, it weuld be
better for his credit if he had never been
eleoted, And he is liable to fail just where
an English Prime Minister would fall, that is,
Ly inubllity to vommaud the confidence of thy
legisiative branch of the Government. It is
not at all true that the Kxeountive has nothing
to do with measures outil after they have
been pussed by Coogress. Thia is not the
tbeory of our Copstitution, and has never
been {18 practices At the openiog of every
sertion the President sends o & voluminons
wessage, containing an  exposition of his
views apd recommendations relating to
every brapch of thes public service that
requires  additional legisiation. It i3 his
provives to  take the initiative aud
give 1he cue to Congresa, His Secretaries also

| make elaborate reports, and argue at length

in Iavor of recommendations. Ouar Presidents
and bends of departments have always been
in the habit of watching the proceedings of
Covgress with a keen interest, with a view to
promote the passage of favorite measures; and

| many Pregidents liave taken particular mem-

to |

bers into their confidence and made them, as
it were, their organs iu the two hou-es. Silas
Wright, for example, held this relation to
Iregident Van Duaren, and Seuwators Forgyth
and Beuton to General Jackson. The great
souroe of President Johnson's weakness has
been the fact that the members of Lid Cabinet
did pos poseess, or did not choose to exerl,
avy influence with Congress in favor of his
olicy.
’ l.il-{wnl Grant needs to select his Cabinst
with reference to this important considera-
tion, We see it intimated in certain quarters
thst he will prefer his army assoolates to oivi-
liapg, or, 88 they are ocontemplononsly termed
by this school of parasites, politival Liscks
But he will make s great mistake if he does
not prefer men of large oivil experience, He
wust maintain & moral ascendancy over Con-
gress, or his administration will & misera-
ble abortion, like that of his predecessor. It
ia mot his ‘)mineu to fight Congress, but, to
some reasonable extent, to manage it. This
oan be done only by the aid of a Cabinst com-
pored in grest part of statesmen of Congres-
sional experience and legislative tact, who are
good judges as to how much It (s necessary to
congede, as well a3 what to ask. Thare are,
to be eure, pome offivers that gerved in the

Inty war who ate uot novices ia politios—Buat-

ler And Tanks befog the most sonipledons,

But Batler is 8 marplot and Banks a oharla-

tan, and there are parsonal reasons why Gens-

ral Grant wonld wish to have nothing to do

with sither. Bherman and Sheridan have no

::Soriunoa in politioal life, nor are their tem per
oast of mind suited to it.

Oeneral Grant will do wall, 1n formiog his
Cabinet, to fmitate the wise examplo of Wash-
inglon, who also had old and trasted army
associates, but appointed only one of them to
his Cabinet—General Knox, who waa the
weakest member in it. Washington took for
his adviseras the wery first and ablest states-

men in the country, putting Jefferson and’

Hamilton at the hend of the two moat (mport-
avt departments, and depsndiog obiefly upon
thelr adviee. He had noue of the small jual-
ougy of being eclipsed in his own administra-
tion by abler and more experienced men, [f
General Grant shall form his Cabinet on the
game prlnczglen. his administration will start
with as go nufndn a8 the insans polioy of
the party that eleoted him will permit.
